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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1,2 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Schoenbrun in view of Yocco. Schoenbrun shows arm 
loops 3,B and 2, A, and a drag grip 10, but does not teach his harness being 
made from a single length of strapping. Yocco shows a drag harness wherein 
his arm loops and drag grip is made from a single length of strapping. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to make the arm loops and drag grip of Schoenbrun 
form a single length of strapping, as taught by Yocco, to facilitate 
manufacturing. 

Claim 2 and 1 1/2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Schoenbrun and Yocco, as applied to claim 1 above, and 
further in view of either Martusciello or Campbell. Both Martusciello at 50 
and Campbell at 14 show drag grips comprising a fixed length loop. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Schoenbrun to comprise with a drag grip, as taught by 
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either Martusciello or Campbell, for maintaining a grip of a user of his 
harness. 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/1/07 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that there is no suggestion that the 
band of Schoenbrun could be improved by replacing it with a length of 
webbing as disclosed by Yocco. It is noted that the bands of Schoenbrun is 
not being replaced by that of Yocco as argued by applicant, but the teaching 
derived from Yocco is that of the entire harness, loops and grip portion is 
made from the one piece of material, therefor the bands of Schoenbrun that 
includes the arm loops and grip portion can be made from a single piece of 
material.
